Contest On Since Jan. 10. 
Peabody retired from the on 
and Adame was sworn in, the election re- 
turns showing a plurality of 9,774 votes for 
him. Two days later Peabody filed a con- 
test for the office. 

The general assembly, in joint convention 
on Jan. 17, authorized a committee of twen- 
ty-seven members—eighteen republicans 
and nine democrats—to hear the evidence in 
the contest and report its conclusions. 

Fourteen republican members of the com- 

mittee on March 3 gave a report, submitted 
by Peabody's counsel, which found a ma- 
jority of 2,280 for Peabody in the state by 
rejecting 182 precincts on the ground of 
fraud and conspiracy on the part of the 
democrats. 
The nine democratic committeemen pre- 
sented a report recommending the dismissal 
of the contest, declaring the fraud was not 
so great as had been charged. 

In securing evidence for their fight the 
republicans gained information which led to 
the arrest of scores of men. Their first work 
was to secure custody of the Denver ballot 
boxes and poll books and compare the re- 
turns with the lists of actual voters in the 
precincts. The Supreme court sent the pris- 
oners to jail for long terms and fined them 
heavily.. 

His Military Rule Costs Lives. 
Aue to the miners’ strike, is said to have cost 
twenty lives and the mysterious disappear- 
ancé of many more persons.

“ Perhaps 80,000 Venezuelans, bearing the 
glorious national banner, thet banner whose 
floating iris illuminated the waters of La 
Plata with the splendor of the Venezuelan 
fatherland to the echoes of the clarions of 
Carababo, of Bombona, and of Ayacucho, 
would today be sufficient to wash away the 
insult which our glorious flag has received 
from North America, in the waters of the 
Mississippi. 
Way to North Is Open. 
* Cund@uncurca is not more distant from 
Venezuela than the hostile land, and the 
territories which we have to cross in order 
to arrive there are almost all of the same 
fatherland. Colombia, the first of these, 
will readily open its frontiers to give passage 
to the sons of Bolivar, as we.. as Costa Rica, 
Nicaragua, and Mexico, the fatheriand of 
Juarez, the feared by France and by Europe 
for his formidable and terrible patriotism. 
There can be no doubt that our Latin broth- 
ers would willingly opem the way for the 
army of Venezuela, in order that the sons

Russian fleet to come out ‘or that it had 
steamed ‘south. 


Search of 


It is evident from the telegrams from Sing- 
apore that 't hae taken the course of leaving 
its: base and its. objective undoubtedly is 
the Russian fleet. Near Singapore Togo !s 
at a-point from which he can carry out ob- 
servations with advantage. Probably he 
will send out scouts to get Into touch with 
the enemy and with the aid of wireless tele- 
graph obtain information concerning the 
whereabouts and condition of the Russian 
fleet. On that information doubtless he will 
base his future action. ‘ 

It is quite possible, Sir John said in com- 
menting upon the suggestion that Togo might 
try to prevent a junction of the Russian 
ships now on their way out with Rojest- 
vensky'’s main fleet, but he questioned wheth- 
er it would not be better to allow the junc- 
tion to be effected.

Reports from Oku’s Headquarters. Place 


Russian Losses at 100,000, Jap- 
anese at Half That Number. 


WITH THE JAPANESE LEFT ARMIES, 
Friday, March 10, 6 p. m., via Yinkow, March 
16.—The Japanese occupation of Mukden 
completes the serious defeat of Kouropat- 
kin’s armies.

BERLIN, March 16.—The gov- 
ernment has been informed that the Russian 
emperor has again put aside all peace sug- 
gestions and is unshaken in his resolution to 
continue the war. It is declared that if for- 
eign credit is denied her Russia will find the 
money at home.

SAYS THE WALL STREET MAN 
1S ONE TYPE OF CRIMINAL. 


Dr. G.- Frank Lydston Lectures on 
“Criminal Sociology” Before the 
Daughters of the Revolution. 


The Wall street financier is only a higher 
type of criminal, according to Dr. G. Frank 
Lydston, whose views on the,‘ diseases of 


society recently were expressed in a boek 


of which heistheauthor. In a lecture before 
the Daughters of the Revolution at the 
Palmer house last night he spoke on “ Crimi- 
nal Sociology,” and illustrated his talk with. 
stereopticon views of the skulls of criminals, 
expanding on their “ beauty,” while the 
women in his audience wondered wherein the 
beauty lay. 

“The lower order of criminal is destined 
from the first for the penitentiary,” said 
Dr; Lydston. * That poor devil, for whom 
society does nothing except to educate him 
further in crime, has no better future before 
him, unless his environment is changed. 
But when the environment ostensibly is bet- 
tered he becomes a more intellectual sort of 
criminal—a distinction without a difference. 
Is not this typical of the financier of today? 
The Wall street magnate only is more altru- 


istic than his prototype of a lower scale of 


intelligence. 

“Tt has been said that ‘ crime is ignorance 
In action.” This particularly is true of the 
lower order of criminals: However, you 
could not say this of Mrs. Chadwick or Mme. 
Hurabert—they displayed a rare amount of 
intellect. The born criminal is born with a 
lack of capacity for altruism. This primary 
deficiency is confirmed by environment—al- 
truism, you understand, being defined as a 
high type of selfishness. ee 

‘‘No one ever started life with a con- 
science. The child is different as regards 
capacity for development, but equal in the 
possession of actual morals or conscience, 
It is like the Mohammedan, who sees nothing 
wrong in polygamy. Wedo. But we didn't 
establish monogamy because it was better 
morals. 
rangement.”’ 


SPEAKS FOR A LARGER NAVY. 


Congressman Foss Addresses the Men’s 
Club at the Hyde Park Pres- 
byterian Church. 


The importance of a large navy was dis- 

cussed by Congressman George Edmund 
Foss, who spoke before the members and 
guests of the Men’s club of Hyde Park at the 
Hyde Park Presbyterian church last night.

Smith believes he is the mo: : perplexed per- 
son in Chicago. Among the others who were 
worried over the same proposition yester- 
day are officials at the United State sub- 
treasury, the secret service men, and the 
federal department of justice. It’s this way: 

Smith appeared in the office of United 
States District Attorney Bethea in the after- 
noon, carrying a brown paper package, the 
appearance of which belied its weight. 

“ Mr. Bethea, I've got 500 cents here,”* he 
remarked, laconically. 

“Keep them. I don't want them,” said the 
district attorney. | 


Would Cash the “Bum” Pennies.» 


“Well, they're ‘bum’ pennies, at that, 


want good money for them,” persisted 
“We don’t run a bank here,” said Mr. 

Bethea. “ Take them over -> the subtreas- 

ury, where they redeem mutilated coin.”’ 

Bert went away. An hour later he re- 
turned. 

“Say, Mr. Bethea, they won't give me 
anything for these pennies.” 

“ Must be no good at all,” said the district 
attorney. ‘* You don’t expect me to redeem 
them, do you?” 

“ But I want to keep them out of circula- 
tion, and I want to get som: of my money 
back,” and Smith began his explanation: 

“You see, I own forty slot machines in 
Chicago. In six months theses have accepted, 


_without my consent, these 500 cents. Most 


of them have been plugged, and every one 
has a hole in it. I had to give.the men who 
rented the machines good money in their 
places. Where do I get off? Of course, I 
might put them in some other fellow’'s slot 
machine.”’ | 

Official Outlines the Conundrum. 

“Don’t know,” said Mr. Bethea. “ Let 
me see,” he added. “ You can’t sell them 
as they are for junk copper, because it is 
bad money, and he who passes bad money 
sometimes passes a few weeks or months in 
jail. You can’t mutilate them and then sell 
them for junk copper, because you are not 
allowed to mutilate government coin. If 
you keep them you are liable because you 
are carrying bad money. Guess you don’t 
get off at all.”’ 

Assistant United States Attorney General 
O. E. Pagin, who is in Chicago to aid in the 
beef trust investigation, could throw no 
light on the matter. Capt. Porter of the 
secret service couldn't either. 

It develaps that Smith technically is yvio- 
lating the law, no matter what he does with 
his plunder. The 500 pennies weigh approxi- 
mately four pounds, and at 18 cents a pound 
would bring 72 cents from a junk dealer— 
if the owner were allowed to sell them.

FIRE OFFICIALS EXAMINE MORE 


Lack of Inside Standpipes Is Most Gen- 
eral Fault Discovered in the Big 
Dewntown Office Buildings — Com- 
_missioner Williams Says the Condi- 
tion Is Critical—Chief Campion De- 
‘elares Millions Must Be Spent to 
Fally Comply with the Ordinance. 


‘Under instructions from Chief Campion, 
Capt. McDonough of the fire department yes- 
terday continued his inspection of office 
buildings. It was established, according to 
the captain, that each of the structures vis- 
ited, including the Mgnadnock, Old Colony, 
Fisher,.and Manhattan buildings. were vio- 
lating the ordinance in some degree. 

His report follows, in part: : 
MONADNOCK-—No inside standpipe; no Itnes of 

chose. or chemical extinguisher except on nine- 

teenth floor. 

OLD ..COLONY—No inside standpipes. Chemicals 
‘and other extinguishers on évery floor. 
MANHATTAN—No inside standpipes; 
escape; no signs directing to escape. 
FISHER—Inside standpipe with hose on every 
figor; apparatus new and in working order; one 

fire escape. : 

Building. Commissioner Williams said the 
| situation was “ critical.”’” Headded that few 
ofthe skyscrapers within the loop were in 
condition to combat a conflagration and that 
“great loss of life might result in conse- 
quence at any moment.” 

‘The building department is poorly 
equipped to enforce the provisions of the fire 
protection ordinance and the public must 
not expect it to accomplish the impossible,” 
said. “‘We are busy investigating thir 
hotels now and we find that they are flagrant 
violators.” 

According to Chief Campion $7,000,000 
would be required to equip the office build- 
ings within the loop with fire apparatus to 

form with the ordinance. Amendments 
to the measure. awaiting the signature of 
the mayor, would increase this amount.

We didn't hear 
his voice against the ordinance which he so 
roundly denounces now. If it is bad now, 
wasn't it bad then? Where was Mr. Harlan, 
i suy, when the repubiicans were trying to 
force this iniquitous measure down the 
throats of our citizens? He was as silent as 
the vaults of the Chicago National bank at 
midnight. 

‘“ And now for twenty days this eloquent 
gentleman has been discussing the issues of 
this campaign and never once has he touched 
upon the tentative ordinance. Why? I leave 
it for him to explain. Let him say why he 
was silent all last summer and during the first

City Ownership; No Strikes. 


Switching then into the feasibility of 
financing municipal ownership under the 
Mueller law, and quoting from Judge Tuley’s 
letter against the tentative ordinance, Judge 
Dunne turned to the labor side of the ques- 
tion. 

‘I say municipal ownership has abolished 
strikes and disorder wherever it has been 
tried. Have you ever heard of astrike of po- 
licemen and firemen; has there ever been a 
strike in the water department of this city? 
Municipalities treat their employés like hu- 
man beings, not like cattle. They. do not 
quibble over half a cent an hour or insist on 
fourteen hours’ work a day. 

“When I am elected mayor of this city, 
and when we have secured municipal owner- 
ship, I will see that every employé of the 
street railway systems is put under civil 
service, without examination, from the high- 
est to the lowest, for I believe that, having 
had experience, these men are best able to 
operate the roads. They will not be re- 
moved except for cause, and their places 
will be filled by men who have passed a 
fair examination. 

“That pledge I will keep, and I think 
that will put a stop to this talk about munici- 
pal ownership and operation being the means 
of building up a big political machine.”

“PADPOLE DITCH" MEN HI? 


PLAN TO FORCE THEM OUT OF BUSI- 
NESS IS SUBMITTED. 


Lyman E. Cooley Wants the Drainage 
Board and Canal Commission Ousted 
and Five Men Appointed to Take 
Property and Work for Deep Water- 
way to Gulf—Bill Providing for 
Emptying “Pollywog Puddle” and 
Sale of Land to Be Introduced. 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.] 
Springfield, Ill., March 16.—[Special.]—If 
gigns are not amiss there will be something 
doing in the legislature about the “ tadpole 
ditch,”” or the Illinois and Michigan canal, 
north of Joliet. Already a half dozen meas- 
ures concerning it are pending or are about 
to be introduced. 
Lyman E. Cooley has submitted to Gov. 
Deneen a plan to put out of existence both 
the drainage board and canal commission. 
In its place he would create a board of five 
men, to have jurisdiction over both canals 
and to work with the IHinois congressmen to 
secure a deep waterway to the gulf of Mexico. 


Wants Government to Control. 
These ideas have been worked into a bill 
which has been given to Senator Campbell 
for introduction in the senate. Cooley is 
working without the aid of either canal com- 
mission. He proposes to use the, Hennepin 
cunal to get a junction with the Mississippi 
river at Hennepin, and argues that the fed- 
eral government will undertake the work if 
it has the coiperation of an Illinois commis- 
sion with jurisdiction over the two water- 
ways already constructed, 

The Illinois and Michigan canal commis- 
sioners are pondering over two measures, at 
least one of which is to be introduced soon. 
The first one will ask that the act be sub- 
mitted to the people of the state, to secure 
authority to drain and sell the ditch north of 
Joliet. It is estimated that-$500,000 can be 
obtained from the sale of the land. 

The other proposition is to secure consent 
to turn back to the federal government the 
land through which the ditch runs north of 
Joliet, probably for a consideration. 


Seeks to Sell Water Rights. 


In connection with these two plans the 
canal commissioners are endeavoring to se- 
cure authority from the legislature which 
will enable them to dispose of riparian rights 
along the Desplaines river and canal and 
thus secure revenue from firms wanting to 
use the water power. 

The commission is under contract with the 
Joliet Power company now and wili be for 
twelve years. The commissioners have rep- 
resented to the governor that if the canal 
can be preserved until this contract expires 
and if additional water power can be devel- 
oped they may raise a revenue of at least 
$100,000 a year for the state from water rent- 
ats. With this as an argument they are en- 
deavoring to secure appropriations which 
will enable the improvements to be made, 
not in the canal itgelf, but as to bridges and 
the Illinois river. 

Gov. Deneen has not been able to give sat- 
isfaction to any of the promoters of. drain- 
age plans. He has pleaded ignorance of the 
situation and has managed to abstain f 
handing out advice. | 


Will Fight Demand for Money. 

In the senate C. P. Gardner has introduced 
a bili asking for $40,000 for work in the II}j- 
nois river under direction of the canal com- 
missioners. In the house a bill asking for 
$10,000 for the commissioners, to be used for 
bridges, has been introduced. At least one 
of the bills will provoke a fight. 

Meanwhile in the house two measures are 
being advanced aimed at the sanitary dis- 
trict. One is Representative Kleeman’s bil] 
to require a biennial accounting to the legis- 
lature and governor of the funds and con- 
tracts of the drainage board. The other is a 
bit requiring a referendum vote on each bond 
issue which the drainage board attempts to 
float. Both will be read a second time this 
morning.

ducing possibilities of the prison. 

The legislators are apprehensive of every- 
thing, from lynching to plain tar and feath- 
ering. Ever since the Champaign trip of 
last week the members of the committee shy 
off and throw up one arm as a guard when- 
ever they are approached by any one. 


Farmers in State of Frenzy. 

The manner in which tue farmers of the 
state are ‘‘ welcoming ’’ the hard roads prop- 
osition exceeds the expectations of the most 
hostile opponents of the bill. They do every- 
thing but throw brickbats at the commit- 
tee which is endeavoring to educate them to 
the beauties of hard roads and the necessity 
of having them. 

A delegation of protesting farmers calle 
on Gov. Deneen this afternoon. He was 
warned in advance by a member of the legis- 
lature, who saw them coming and ran in to 
advise the chief executive that sgme harsh 
words were visible on the horizon and were 
descending on him. 

The delegation was from De Witt county. 
It included County Judge Fred Hill, Superin- 
tendent of Schools F. C. Wampler, former 
Representative O. W. Oglevie, and a number 
of large property owners in the county. The 
governor leaned back in his chair, prepared 
for the worst, and part of it came. Then 
he started in explaining things and the del- 
egation went out with good humor restored. 


Machine Men Cause Opposition. 

It has been learned that one of the causes 
which have been inciting the farmers of the 
state into frenzy against the proposed hard 
roads bill is furnished by manufacturers of 
roadmaking machines who deal with the 
county supervisors. They see prospects of 
losing business if the roads bill should be- 
come a law and the state should undertake 
the laying of improvements. To head off 
this evil day they have agents in a number 
of counties stirring up opposition. 

When the hard roads commission gets 
through with its pilgrimage it is probable 
the biH will be amended so as to provide 
only that prison stone and labor will be given 
free to any county or township wishing to 
undertake the improvement of its highways. 
This is the idea for which the governor 
stands, and it will remove the objections 
because no form of taxation will be imposed 
on the farmers. 


CHARGE “HOLDUP” IN A BILL. 


Lawyers at Springfield Declare Blue 
Island Powder Plant Was to 
Be the Victim. 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Springfield, Ill., March 16.—[{Special. }—The 
cuarge that a holdup scheme was being 
worked through the legislature was made be- 
fore the house conimittee on manufactures 
this afternoon by representatives of a powder 
plant at Blue Island. 

The measure, which it was alleged was the 
instrument, was senate bill 53, introduced 
in the senate by Humphrey and in the house 
‘by Struckman, It prohibits the storing of 
explosives in quantities exceeding fifty 
pounds within a half mile of any dwelling. 

When Albert Glade, chairman of the com- 
mittee, called up the measure in the house 
committee, F. F. Gross and Congressman 
McGavin appeared to represent the interests 
of this Blue Island powder plant. 

Gross charged the bill was part of a scheme 
to force the powder company to buy land of 
farmers who had moved into the neighbor- 
hood of the plant. 

“ A farmer named Schultz tells me,” said 
Gross, “that he bought his land for $90 an 
acre. It is now worked out. He added: 
‘There is a man in Springfield now who will 
force the powder company to move or pay 
me $125 an acre.’ 

“This bill simply is a holdup measure. 
The men at the head of the powder company 
will not be held up. They will take precau- 
me $125 an acre.’ ” 

An investigation was ordered.

Man Injared by Fall from Station Piat- 
form Taken from Hospital by His 
Wife Against Physician’s Advice—

New York, March 16.—[Special.)]—Coroner 
Fiaherty of Brooklyn intends to make an 
investigation into the death of Ald. W. 
Nunn, an accountant, who died at his home 
on Wednesday evening. The coroner be- 
lieves that had Nunn received proper medical 
treatment, such as he advised more than a 
week ago, by this time the sick man would 
have been on the road to recovery. 

About a week ago Coroner Flaherty heard 
that Nunn was in a critical condition as a 
result of injuries sustained on Jan. 27 by 
falling from the station platform of the Long 
Island railroad. After he had been ten 
Mrs. Nunn, 
against the advice of the hospital authori- 
ties, had him removed to her home. 

When Coroner Flaherty learned Nunn had 
been treated by faith cure methods he called 
at the house and had a long talk with Mrs. 
Nunn and her daughter. He desired to send 
a physician, but Mrs. Nunn opposed such « 
step. Finally she did consent to allow a 
doctor to see her husband, but not to pre- 
scribe for him. The doctor reported to the 
coroner that Nunn would readily recover un- 
der proper treatment. Mrs. Nunn, however, 
did not call the physician until Wednesday, 
when she saw that her husband was dying.

Witness in New York Case Says. 
Sums Go Out with 
No'Security.

New York, March 16 —That banks loan hun- 
drede of thousands of dollars to customers 
without any other security than. the good 
credit of the broker desiring the loan was” 
the statement made by. a witness today in 
the hearing in the case of the bankrupt brok- 
erage firm.of Jacob Berry & Co. 

Henry R. Carse,. assistant cashier of the 
Hanover National bank, was the witness 
who made the statement. Mr. Carse said 
the firm of Jacob Berry & Co. had a com- 
mercial account with the Hanover bank, 
and that the bank made the firm loans from 
time to time. He could not te.l whether daily 
loans of $100,000 had been granted to Berry 
& Co., but did know that a loan of $100,000 
was made to the firm the day before it failed. 
These loans, the witness said, were secured 
by promissory collateral notes. He was 
asked if the only. security was the equity of 
the firm, and he replied no, that the security 
was the good name of the firm dealing with 


the bank. Jacob Berry & Co., the witness 


said, had been in business for forty years 
and the firm stood high. 


Securities for Loans. 

In answer to further questions he said that 
some of the securities given by Berry & Co. 
for these loans were steel stocks, which were 
sold by the bank. Somé of these stocks, the 


ation declined to transfer, on the ground 
that they had been served with papers claim- 
ing such stocks to be the property of some 
other person. He refused to read from the 
pass book from Oct. 1 to the date uf the fall- 
ure, Nov. 26, all the loans of $100,000 each 
which had been given by the bank to the de- 
funct firm, 

The pass book was put in evidence, how- 
ever, and counsel read extracts from it show- 
ing that on fifteen days in October loans of 
$100,000 were made by the bank to Berry & 
Co. There were four other loans to the com- 
pany during the same month of $50,000, 
$15,000, $45,000, and $45,000 respectively. 


: No Interest on Loans. 


No interest was charged on these loans, 
the witness said. Asked what compensa- 
tion the bank received for the accommoda- 
tion, the witness replied: 

“The consideration of the broker's ac- 
count. The firm had a handsome account 
with the bank, and received no more accom- 
modation than such account entitled it 
to. The same accommodation was given to 
other business people of like standing.” 

The witness was ordered by the referee to 
produce at the next hearing the original 
agreement between the bank and Jacob 
Berry & Co. which made the loans possible.

Washington, D. C., March 16.—[{Special. 
There is a strong probability that at the next 
session of congress a smal! duty wil) be 
placed on coffee. 

Republican leaders have been discussing 
among themselves what they regard as the 
imperative political necessity of overcoming 
before the next congressional election the 
deficit now facing the country. They do not 
wish to go before the people with a bad 
deficit, as they know it will be an extremely 
difficult task to explain why -there should 
be a treasury shortage in view of the enor- 
mous revenues of the country and the gen- 
eral prosperity. 

The expenses of the government naturally 
will increase during the next two years and 
the leaders cannot hope to enforce next 
session the Spartan economy which pre- 
vailed in the last session in the face of a 
popular demand for public . improvements. 
Therefore, they agreed the only way the 
deficit could be overcome was by increasing 
the revenues. 

The question then arose as to how this 
could be accomplished and the tax on coffee 
seems to be the best method, according tothe 
men who are studying the question.

rates were to New York and Boston. Follow- 
ing out along the line of least resistance, our 
people have come to the big northern cities 
on the Atlantic seaboard and have hastened 
from steamship dock direct to the nearest 
Italian quarter, where they could meet their 
friends and be instructed as to the best and 
quickest means of livelihood in their new 
home. 

“ Now, suppose,” continued the Italian 
ambassador, who tates now and then 
for an English word, but who expresses his 
ideas with admirable accuracy, “ suppose 
that new and better steamship lines could 
be established sailing from Naples and Genoa 
direct to Mobile, New Orleans, or Galveston. 
If passage money were less on those Lines, 
even in a small degree, than on routes to 
northern cities, a large percentage of our 
Italian people intending to come to America 
would choose the cheaper route. } 


Says It Is Easy to Turn Tide. 
“ Arriving in the southern city they natur- 


ally would spread themselves out through 


the vicinity. As fast as one colony was es- 
tablished it would grow rapidly, provided 
theearly settlers were sufficiently prosper- 


ous to induce them to send home giowing 
accounts of their financial, social, and polit- 
ical condition. It is not an easy matter to 


take Italian immigrants on their arrival at 


Ellis island and persuade them to leave their 
friends and reiatives just across the water in 
New York City. It would be easy to starta 


new stream of immigration from Italy to 
the southern states, provided the means of 
communication are better or cheaper, and 


provided people who arrive in the south are 
more prosperous than those who have gone 


to northern cities.”’ 
“ What is yourplan? Immigrants arriving 


with $25 apiece cannot possibly sustain them- 
selves in a new country until they have had 


time to make a crop even if they receive 
land on the most favorable terms as to pay- 
ments.’’ 

“That is exactly the reason why the ex- 
periment must be on a large scale and why 
it would be idle te attempt to send a few 
immigrants into smaller communities merely 
to supply a more or less pressing demand 
for labor. I have been in communication 
with some European agents of the Gould 
system. I have not seen the officers of the 
system in this country, because matters have 
not yet reached the stage where it seemed to 
be necessary. 

“TI have been informed, however, that this 
corporation proposes to build an exploration 
line, as you might call it, from the vicinity 
of Galveston toward the Mexican border. 
They want people not to build the railroad, 
but to live on it. It has been intimated to me 
that the Gouldsystem might be inclined to go 
further in encouraging settlers to become 
permanent residents than your American 
railroads yet hnve done. 


Railroad May Aid Project. 

“If extraordinary inducements should be 
offered and if the railroad company would co- 
operate in the establishment of direct steam- 
ship lines, it might be possible to divert 
toward that section many thousands of in- 
dustrious Italians with instincts of farmers, 
who would inherit not only a taste for the soil 
but a capacity to endure and a positive liking 


for the climate.”

Many of 
our people are accustomed to irrigation and 
their training has taught them to extract a 
living from comparatively poor soil.

“T readily can see that the more white 
e who are introduced into the south the 
smalier the relative importance of the col- 
ored race.

I therefore would 
favor an entirely new country, or at least 
one where there are few or no negroes al- 
ready settled, so our Italians may grow up 
into a community by themselves, having 
a social life to which they are accustomed, 
and forming colonies which will grow as a 
snowball grows when rolled along the 


ground. 

“Tt ig to our interest, as well as to your 
interest, that Italian immigration should be 
diverted from the city and into the country. 
Our people have it in them to make good cit- 
izens, provided they are @irected intelligent-

TAFT ON PHILIPPINE POLICY. 


| Thinks Question of Self-Government 


Will Be One for Next Genera- 
tion to Solve. 


Washington, D, C., March 16.—In order to 
allay any misapprehension relative to the 
policy of the administration with respect to 
the future of the Philippines, Secretary Taft 
today made public the text of a letter which 
he wrote to John N. Blair of New York bear- 
ing directly on the subject. 

The secretary states plainly that the policy 
of the administration is the definite reten- 
tion of the Philippines ‘‘ for the purpose of 
developing the prosperity and the seif-gov- 
erning capacity of the Philippine people.”’ 
What shall be done when the Filipinos have 
reached a condition when they can safely 
be trusted with their own government, the 
secretary believes to be a question which 
doubtless will have to be settled by another 
generation than the present. The secretary 
continues: 

* Should the Philippines people, when fit 
for self-government, demand independence, 
I should be strongly in favor of giving it to 
them, and I have no doubt that the American 
people of the next generation would be of 
the same opinion. I think it much more 
likely, however, that after the Filipino peo- 
ple shall have been associated with the 
American people for a generation or more 
and shall have tasted the prosperity they 
will find behind the national tariff wail they 
will prefer a relation to America like that 
of Canada or Australia to England to one 
of absolute independence.’’

| Subject to Hostility. 


ENDS REGIME OF FRAUD. 


Compels Importers to Pay Full 
Tariff Rates and' Refuses to 
Overlook Evasion. 


BY JOHN CALLAN O’LAUGHLIN. 

PUERTO PLATA, Feb. 28.—J. C. Strick- 
land, who was placed by the United States 
in charge of the custom house here under 
the terms of the award in the case of the 
Banto Domingo Improvement company, has 


1} been more abused by the natives during the 


last three months than any other person in 


the island. He has been called “ Martin 
Lather Defiling phe Church,’ his life has | 


been threatened, and he has made numerous 
enemies, who are watching for an oppor- 
tunity to bring about his dismissal. 

Offers of bribes have been made to induce 
him to be more lenient in the application of 
the law, and influence has been brought to 
bear for the same purpose. His experience 

demonstrates that at the bottom Dominicans 
are not friendly to American possession of 
their custom houses and that the greatest 
care must be taken by the president in ap- 
pointing “honest and incorruptible men as 
customs officers in case the senate should 
ratify the Morales-Dawson convention. 

Mr. Strickleand's unpopularity is due, in 
some measure, to the fact of his connection 
with the Santo Domingo Improvement com- 
pany, which is harshly criticised by prac- 
tically every native in the idland. He held 
the post of agent of the company at Azua, 
from there was transferred to Sanchez, and 
finally came to Puerto Plata. 


Radical Change in Methods. 

It appears that as soon as Americans took 
charge of the custom house a radical change 
in the method of administration occurred. 
Under Dominican control the tariff usually 
was evaded rather tian enforced; used as an 
instrument of extortion and a club with 
which to punish an enemy. The governor 
took his share of the receipts, the man in 
charge had his percentage, and every mem- 
ber of the government let as many of the 
dollars as he could get hold of slip into his 
pockets. 

Mr. Strickland cut this off the moment he 
took charge. Under the award in the Im- 
provement company case the receipts of the 
customs to the amount of $37,500 monthly 
were to be applied, first, to the payment 
of half the fee and expenses of the arbi- 
trators, amounting to $11,850, and then, be- 
ginning on Sept. 1, to the satisfaction of the 
$4,500,000 declared due the company. Amer- 
ican control of the custom house began on 
Oct. 17. From that date until Nov. 1 only 
$10,884 was dctually collected; the balance 
of the duties imposed was paid later. Of the 
amount taken $10,880 was transferred to the 
government. «The sum available that month 
for the satisfaction of the claim of the Im- 
provement company amounted to exactly $4. 

Enforces the Tariff Law. — 

Mr. Strickland continued to enforce rigidly 
the tariff and soon had the merchants mak- 
ing vigorous complaints against him. Many 
of them stopped speaking to him, and some, 
recta the best people of the town, 

opted an offensive attitude. The news- 
papers bristied with criticism and used the 
meanest terms known in the Spanish lan- 


guage to describe the general contempt felt. 
In his office Mr.. 


for him and his policy. 
Strickland found every hand raised against 
him. He retained the Dominican employés, 
who aggressively showed their revolvers. 
Capt. Bernard O. Scott, commanding the 
Detroit, was the only American who would 
be seen with Mr. Strickland, and Capt. Scott 
stood by him in order that the people might 
understand he proposed to protect an Amer- 
ican engaged in discharging an office to his 
appointment to which the Dominican govern- 
ment had assented. The authorities here 
say Mr. Strickland was never in danger; and 
while the governor unquestionably would 
have refused to sanction any movement to 
do him injury, there was a possibility that a 
native, influenced by the popular excitement, 
might have attacked him. 
Customs Receipts Increasing. 

The receipts for October amounted in all 
to $41,000; for November to $42,000; for De- 
cember to $51,000; and for January to $47,000. 
These sums were obtained only by the closest 
supervision. It was found, for instance, that 
declarations showing a bale of goods com- 
prised 300 yards of cotton really consisted of 
1,000 yards, 

In general only from 30 to 50 per cent of 
the quantity of goods actually brought for 
importation was declared. Not more than 
half a dozen correct declarations were found. 
Every declaration was sworn to by the agent 
of the shipper in New York, or London, or 
Bertin. 

Undervaluation was another favorite meth- 
od of evasion. To get around this adaman- 
tine collector and to evade the law the au- 
thorities connived at smuggling. The steam- 
er Cherokee brought here a large quantity 
of cartridges. During the night of the ship’s 
arrival] the cartridges were slipped over the 
side into the boat of the captain of the port. 
They were quickly rowed Ashore. When the 
captain of the port arrived he found that 
some of the cartridges had been stolen. He 
at once charged a sailor with theft, a fight 
followed, and the man was transferred to the 
fort, where he was placed inirons. The next 
morning the governor, Who did not care to 
have the scandal reach the ears of the col- 
lector, ordered the fellow’s release. 

‘American Acts Promptly. 

The facts got to Mr. Strickland, and he let 
it be known that he proposed to communicate 
them to the vice president of the republic. 
He dictated a letter to his secretary, and 
the latter advised the men concerned in the 
smuggling operations. It is claimed the gov- 
ernor was interested in the business venture, 
but whether or not this is true, he and others 
made representations to the vice president to 
head off the threatened report of the Amer- 
ican collector. The latter was shrewder than 
his secretary anticipated. He did not send 
the letter to the vice president but to the 
president, and Sefior Morales is now consid- 
ering what he shall do. He will probably 
take no action because a reprimand to the 
governor and the dismissal of the captain of 
the port might lead to revolution. 

This is a sample of the experience every 
American who will come to Santo Domingo 
as customs collector will have to undergo. 
And this is not all. He will find when he is 
honest that some goods upon which he im- 
poses the legal duty will not be removed from 
the custom house. Then he will have to 
notify the authorities in Santo Domingo city, 
and, after a long delay, will receive authority 
to sell the goods at public auction. He will 
obtain from the auction less than half of the 
value of the articles and considerably less 
than the amount of the duty. He will be con- 
tinually imposing fines, which are deeply re- 
sented and which he will have difficulty in 
collecting. He will have to be a diplomat in 
erder to enforce the law, and he will be met 
at every turn by influence and subterfuge 

to prevent the proper discharge of his duty.

The. grand duke, who is the president 

of the Imperial Academy of: Sciences, and a 

man of great literary. tastes—he has trans. | 

lated the works of Shakspeare into Russian 

and published several volumes of clever 

poems—always has been a. friend and pro- 

tector of Gorky, whose genius he admires, 


sentiments by causing the Imperial Academy 

of Sciences to elect Gorky as one of its hon- 

orary members. 

Inasmuch as Gorky was at the under 
police éurveillance and virtually indicted on 
charges of complicity in the revolutionary 
movement, the action of the grand duke ex- 
cited a tremendous sensation in official cir- 
cles, and the late M. de Sipyagin, who was 
then minister of the interior, took upon 


Academy of Sciences, and to return the 
diploma to the grand duke with an intimation 
that he could not permit such.a token of dis- 
tinction to be conferred upon a man of 
Gorky's affiliations by an official body such 
as the Imperial Academy of Sciences, pre- 
sided over by a member of the reigning hduse. 

This in itself goes to show that the grand 
dukes are not so all-powerful as stated by 
the foreign press. For the action of the 
minister could not be construed as anything 
else than in the light of a- public reprimand 
to the grand duke, who ts on terms of par- 
ticularly close intimacy and friendship with 
his cousin, the czar. 

On the occasion of Gorky’s imprisonment 
last month in the St. Peter and st. Paul's 
fortress for his unsuccessful attempt to form 
a revolutionary junta at St. Petersburg on 
the day following the hloody encounter be- 
tween the troops and the populace in the 
‘streets of the capital, Grand Duke Constan- 
tine. took the matter so much to heart that 
he threatened to leave Russia -with his wife 
and children forever if the slightest harm 
was done to his protégé, a man whom he de- 
clared to be famous throughout the world as 
one of the glories of Russian letters. Em- 
peror Nicholas is fond of his cousin, and 
others in control of affairs in Russia realized 
the disastrous impression which would be 
created both at home and abroad if the mem- 
ber of the imperial family renowned ay» its 
most enlightened, upright, and gifted prince 
were to expatriate himself as a token of dis- 
approval of the attitude of the government, 
and that was why Gorky has been released. 

. The grand duke, I may add, is the gon of that 
brilliant younger brother -of Alexander II. 
who was imbued with such liberal ideas that 
he was repeatedly charged with being con- 
cerned in the revolutionary movement 
against his brother. Alexander II., however, 
would never believe any evil of his brother, 
and on one occasion when Count Shouvaloff 
as chief of the third department of the im- 
perial chancellery, that is to say, of the secret 
political police, submitted to him what were 
alleged to be positive proofs of the late grand 
duke’s guilt, the czar declined even to look 
at them, but taking them up in his hands 
threw them into the fire and then a minute 
later, when his brother entered the room 
embraced him with more than ordinary af. 
fection, telling him what he had done, and 
that he would never, no matter what might 
happen, accord one moment's belief to charges 
of disloyalty brought against him. 

Sir Robert Denny, whose affairs have been 
once more engaging the attention of the 
bankruptcy courts, is sincerely to be pitied, 
For not only were the estates to which he 
succeeded terribly embarrassed, but they 
moreover were charged by hiseccentric uncle 
with the publication of two enormously cost- 
ly and mysterious works, one entitled ‘* Chart 
of the Prophetical Stream of Time,” and the 
other. “ Seventy Weeks,” which he has been 
engaged for years in writing, and of which no 
one has ever been able to make out head or 
tail. Sir Robert's family is an ancient one, 
and one of his ancestors, Sir Anthony Denny, 
is on record in history as having been the 
only member of the privy council who had t?. - 
courage to apprise King Henry VIII. of his 
approaching death. The king, appreciating 
the sentiments which had prompted Sir An- 
thony, presented him, as a token of his regard, 
with his gloves worked in gold and pearls, 
which. are still among the inalienable heir- 
looms ef Sir Robert Denny's family. 


Sir William Goschen, who has just been 
promoted from the post of British minister 
at Copenhagen to be King Edward’s am- 
bassador at Vienna, is well known in this 
country, having spent a considerable por- 
tion of his diplomatic career on this side 
of the Atlantic, and will be remembered at 
Washington as first secretary and chargé 
@’affaires of the British embassy there about 
ten years ago. Lady Goschen, moreover, I 
believe, is an American woman. She wasa 
Miss Clarke, daughter of Darius Clarke. 
Sir William is the youngest of the brothers 
of Lord Goschen, the well known liberal- 
unionist statesman, who, on retirng from 
the post of first lord of the admiralty, was 
raised to the house of lords as Viscount 
Gosc hen, 

Sir William, like the latter, is the grand- 
son of George Joachim Goschen, the most 
famous European publisher of his day, who, 
making his headquarters at Berlin, was in 
personal relations and correspondence with 
all the great literary personages of his time, 
particularly during the latter half of the 
eighteenth century and the first few years 
of the nineteenth century. Since his re- 
tirement Lord Goschen has been busy at 
work compiling the memoirs of his grand- 
father, and they promise when published to 
prove of absorbing interest. The son of 
the publisher, that is to say, the father of 
Lord Goschen and of Sir William, founded 
the London banking house of Fruhling & 
Goschen, which was active in financing for-. 
eign governments during the earlier portion 
of the Victorian reign, and launched many 
of the loans raised by Khedive Ismail for 
the development of the resources of Egypt. 


Though the Goschens have been Chris- 
tians for at least three generations, they are 
of Semitic origin, a fact to which must be 

scribed the marvelous skill of Lord Goschen 
las a financier. Indeed, Lord Goschen, who 
has on several occasions held the office of 
chancellor of the exchequer, is declared by 
experts to be the most able financier of his 
times. This does not prevent Lord Goschen 
and his brothers from being thorough Eng- 
lishmen, in spite of their German mame. 
For they were born in England, educated 
at English public schools and at Oxford, 
and in the case of Lord Goschen and of Bir 
William, have devoted the greater portion 
of their lives to the service of England. 

In spite of Lord Goschen’s seat in the 
house of lords, and of his title viscount, it 
cannot be said that the Goschens belong 
to the old English aristocracy, and on this 
account it may be questioned whether Sijr 
William, in spite of his agreeable manner 
and cleverness, will prove a success in the 
Austrian capital. 

All of the men who have preceded him 
there as British ambassadors have been 
men of patrician lineage, among the number 
having been Sir Edmund Monson, Lord 
Augustus Loftus, Lord Bloomfield, Sir An- 
drew Buchanan, Sir Horace Rumbold, and 
Sir Francis Plunkett, who married to Miss 
May Morgan of Philadelphia, is an uncle 
of the earl of Fingall. Thanks to this, the 
representatives of the British crown at 
Vienna, have been received by the Austrian 
great world, which is the most exclusive in 
Europe, as members of its caste, and the 
intimacy which they have thus formed with 
the leading personages in the dual empire 
has proved of inestimable advantage to their 
government. 

At Vienna, more than anywhere else, dip- 
lomatic office, per se, does not carry with it 
the entrée into the grand monde, and the 
envoy from any European government who 
comes there without the advantages of blue 
blood, is apt to find himself restricted to 
intercourse with his foreign colleagues and 
Austrian officials. while the only opportuni- 
ties which he will enjoy of meeting the cream 
of Austrian society will be at those court 
balls and ceremonies to which he is invited 
by reason of his mission.

The concert of old time music given in Mu- 
sic hall last evening by Arnold Dolmetsch 
and his two assistants attracted an audience 
of good size and of keenly attentive and ap- 
preciative character.

So, while I compliment them in this case 
upon an attitude which has all the charm of 
infrequency, I want to deny that their side 


| monopolized the virtue and wisdom, while 


the whole array of reckless jingoism and in- 
flammatory hysteria was found on the repub- 
lican side of the alsle. 


Republican Senators Hostile. 

The truth is that a good many republican 
senators were quite as hostile to the pro- 
posed adventure as either Mr. Gorman or 
Mr. Bacon, and I assert with confidence that, 
had four or five democrats been persuaded to 
vote for ratification, an equal-if not greater 
number of republicans would have found 
some way to offset their alliance and so de- 
feat ratification. 

‘Of course, it is not easy for party men 
actually to array themselves in open battle 
against a party measure, especially when 
that measure is earnestly urged upon them 
by a president who is their leader. Ours isa 
government by party, and wise men will sac- 
rifice much—sometimes conscience itself— 
to preserve the organization intact. But 
there are a good many ways of killing a dog, 
and our senate contains a notable galaxy of 
adepts in expedient. 

We all remember how the famous federal! 
election bill, known in those days as the force 
bill, was assassinated during the Harrison 
administration, to the infinite relief of two- 
thirds of the republigans, but without dis- 
closing the smallest breach In the party line. 
We may be sure that some equally effectual 
alternative would have been discovered in 
this ‘case had its application been found nec- 
essary. For the sake Of appearances, how- 
ever, and in the interest of a bold party 
front, it was no doubt better to advance the 
metaphor of a wicked and selfish democracy. 
It reads better in the papers, and it salves 
some sores which might otherwise prove 
troublesome. 


When I wrote to THe TRIBUNE some weeks 
ago, saying that the senate would never ac- 
cept the postulate of the Monroe doctrine’s 
importance In the projected Dominican en- 
terprise, I might have added that the lead- 
ing senators went so far as to insist that 
the doctrine, on the contrary, clearly repu- 
diated and forbade that enterprise. Nor

Jefferson City, Mo., March 16.—The senate 
today accepted the house bill making book- 
making and pool selling anywhere in the 
state a felony, punishable by a fine and 
from six months to two years’ imprisonment 
in the penitentiary. The bill will now go to 
Gov. Folk for his signature and will doubt- 
lees become a law, as the governor made 
the provisions of the bill the subject of a 
special message to both houses of the legis- 
lature. 

When the anti-bookmaking bill first passed 
the senate it was amended to make the of- 
fense a high misdemeanor, punishable by a 
fine of $50. The house refused to concur, 
and after a conference the felony clause was 
reported back to the senate with the recom- 
mendation that it be adopted. 

The breeders’ law, which allowed book- 
making and pool selling on horse races in 
certain inclosures in the state, was repealed 
several days ago and will become effective 
ninety days after the sine die adjournment 
of the legislature, and the measure adopted 
today will, if it is signed by the governor, 
plate the ban on bookmiaking throughout 
the state; both on races run in Missouri and 
eisewhere, so far as betting in this state is 
concerned. 

The law will effectually kill horse racing 
altogether in this state after it goes into 
effect, which probably will be some ane ir.

Extension of racing dates to the New Louis- 
fana Jockey club to March 25.and permission 
to transfer the Arkansas Jockey club’s spring 
meeting (March 20 to 25, inclusive) to the 
Oaklawn racetrack at Hot Springs was the 
only business transacted by the Western 
Jockey club stewards at their special meet- 
ing in this city yesterday. 

The extension of the New Louisiana Jockey 
club’s dates was made at the request, in 
writing, of Steward Charles Bush of the 
Crescent Jockey club to continue the turf 
battle at New Orleans against the City park 
track controlled by the American Turf asso- 
ciation. The fight at Crescent City between 
the opposing turf bodies is bei fiercely 
waged and a free gate prevaim at both 
tracks. The extension of the dates and the 
transferring of the Little Rock spring meet- 
ing to Hot Springs was anticipated. 

It has been stated persistently at New 
Orleans by Manager Renaud of the Crescent 
City track that his track would continue to 
run as long as the meeting at City park 
lasted in order to fight the Corrigan course. 
To carry out ‘this program it would have 
been necessary either to conflict with the 
Memphis meeting, which is to begin March 
27, or to postpone the racing at Montgomery 
park. The Memphians have vigorously as- 
serted they would not postpone their meet- 
ing. As a net result of yesterday's session, 
therefore, New Orleans gets an extension 
of only one week, or long enough ®o as not to 
interfere in any way with Memphis, so that 
it seems to amount to a turning down of 
Steward Bush. 

As matters now stand the City park track 
will have no local opposition from Marth 27 
to April 26.

At Butte, Mont., Billy Mellody 
of Boston will hook up with Jerry McCar- 
thy, a westerner with a fair reputation, and 
George Gardner is slated to meet either Mike 
Schreck or Morgan Williams at Sait Lake 
City. 

Considerable interest is attached to each 
of these battles, as the majority of the con- 
testants are well known exponents of the 
game. Walcott’s battle, despite the fact his 
opponent is an unknown quantity, will have 
some bearing on the welterweight champion- 
ship question, as since his forced retirement 
his championship title was captured by 
‘* Buddy ''’ Ryan. The latter defeated Billy 
Mellody for the title while Walcott was laid 
up for repairs, and should he show tonight 
that he has not retrograded he will undoubt- 
edly demand a fistic argument with Ryan. 

The Mellody-McCarthy fight will give the 
last named boxer an opportunity to get into 
the pugilistic limelight, to which a good fight 
with Mellody—win, lose, or draw—will en- 
title him. 

Gardner's battle will be watched with in- 
terest, as a defeat will put him completely 
out of the pugilistic running. When in Chi- 
cago a few weeks ago he said he did not know 
whether the club had secured Schreck or 
Williams, but stated he wowd train equally 
as hard for one as for the other. 

Jim Parr, the champion catch-as-catch-can 
wrestler of England, scheduled to meet John 
Rooney at the Chicago Athletic association 
tomorrow night, arrived in the city from the 
east yesterday. Parr threw Rooney in their 
match about two months ago and is confi- 
dent he will repeat. 


RICKARDS PROVES EASY MARK. 


Chicago Amateur Heavyweight Beaten 
in Half a Round by Sam Berger - 
at San Francisco. 


San Francisco, Cal., March 16.—[{Specia).]—The 
defeat of Bill Rickards of Chicago by Sam Berger 
of San Francisco last night tn half a round was 
the worst disappointment fight fans have had 
bere since the collapse of Munroe in the second 
round of his fight with Jeff. 

Rickards was advertised here as a boxer who 
would give Champion Jeffries a good run, and 
when he entered the ring last night he certainly 
looked as if he would eat Sammy Berger up in 
a few moments. He has enormous shoulders and 
is. well muscled, but the moment he put up his 
hands experts in the gallery and on the floor gave 
a gasp, for he rushed in like a windmill, and 
ant had hard work to avoid hie swinging 

lows. 

As soon, however, as Berger got a line on his 
style, he began to shoot in straight left jabs, one 
of which jarred Rickards. Then Sam whipped his 
right over on the jaw and the Chicago man wen* 
down. He jumped up at seven seconds, but could 
do notping to defend himself, and Berger put him 
out with a right on the jaw.

Pittsburg, Pa., March 16.—In the intercity box- 
ing contests between Pittsburg and Cleveland the 
latter city won two out of three contests.

Loca] bulls were cheered b re 

samples of Duluth No. 1. northern, which 
hed béen sent here as a “ feeler ”* on the. 
temper of the local inspection department, 
had been graded No. 3 epring. Chief In- 
spector Smillie, however, said that some of 
the samples from that market weighed 57% 
to 57% Ibs, were free from frosted wheat, 
and would pass as No. 1 northern here, 
Other samples showed the effects of frost, 
not only in the shrunken berries but.in the 
fuller ones, and would not pass. It was 
the opinion of wheat experts such wheat 
could not be blown out and the grading 
raised by mixing. Another difficulty with 
the Duluth cash article is that, while Du- 
luth shippers have offered No. 1 northern 
here at 2@2%c under May, they will not 
guarantee the wheat to be up to'the quality 
of the sample, and will not sell wheat guaran- 
teed to grade here even at May price, one 
house having bid May price and received a 
refusal of the offer. Local experts who have 
visited Duluth to buy choice spring wheat 
are of the opinion there is perhaps 200,000 
or 300,000 bu there, which cannot be had, 
however, at the prevailing prices, which are 
based on the adultereted wheat, which is 
passing as No. 1 northern in that market. 


“I believe IVinois has shot its wad 
corn,” said E. R. Bacon, “ and that cart 
from this state will be smal for several 
months.

The decision of the Illinois warehouse com- 
mission on_the matter of the grading of red 
Russian wheat will be delayed for several 
days. Wheat traders are wondering whether 
or not the decision will be influenced in any 
way by the latest developments in the fight 
in Missouri, where the legislature seems to 
want. to be shown by the warehouse commis- 
sion why they made a ruling which would 
work to the disadvantage of Missouri! farm- 
ets.

for said order and inspection.”

Mr. Valentiné’s interests and 
those of the Armours, with whom he is asso- 
clated, have grown so important that a New 
York headquarters such as is contemplated 
is deemed necessary. The interests in ques- 
tion are much larger than the packing house 
business. Mr. Valentine is the chairman of 
the reorganization committee of the United 
States Leather company and is largely in- 
terested in the United States Realty. The 
Armours and Blair & Co. control the electric 
light and street railroad business of Kan- 
sas City and have other diverse interests 
that are not before the public as is the pack- 
ing business. 

As for Mr. Valentine, he has in the last 
few years become closely identified with the 
banking business. In Chicago he is a di- 
rector of the Continental National bank, the 
Central Trust Company of Illinois, and the 
Stockyards Savings bank. The Continental 
has deposits of approximately $32,500,000, 
and the Central Trust company of $8,000,000, 
The Stockyards Savings is a new institution. 
In the two older banks Mr. Valentine is con- 
sulted on all important matters. 

In Kansas City the interests mentioned 
are represented by Mr. Valentine as director 
in the Interstate National bank and the Fi- 
delity National bank an. the Fidelity Trust 
company, each with deposits of $4,500,000.
